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PREFACE 

Owing  to  administrative  changes,  the  Annual  Repcru  i or  1950 

is  being  submitted  later  than  usual. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  on  the  whole,  the  vital  statistics 

for  the  year  compare  favourably  with  those  for  similar  areas  in 
England  and  Wales,  The  exception  that  deserves  comment,  however. 

Is  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  ever  since  19*7  has  os  ss 
persistently  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  A mere  detailed  commentary  on  this  feature  will  appear 
in  the  Report  for  1951  which  will  he  presented  to  you  shortly. 

The  district  was  remarkably  free  from  infectious  disease  as 
Judged  by  the  notifications  received  from  medical  praotiticnens 
in  the  area.  The  three  notif icaticns  related  to  cases  of  scarlo. 

fever  • 

Of  the  deaths  registered  in  the  Council's  area,  bronchitis 
levied  the  heaviest  toll  with  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  cancer  Loth 
braclcotted  second.  Two  persons  succumbed  to  tuberculosis. 

ThG  water  supplies  of  the  district  have  undergone  some 
improvement,  hut  much  still  remains  to  be  done  before  each  village 
will  he  in  possession  of  an  adequate  and  wholesome  supply. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  is  appended 

as  a separate  item.

GENERAL  PROVISION  CF  HEALTH  SERVICES  PI  TRY  ARE 4 . 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by 
the  local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
receive  medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  attendants, 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  attended  by  a medical  officer  of 
the  local  health  authority  is  held  at  Tregaron  once  a 
fortnight 
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(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the 
district  nurse  who  is  also  a S'tate  Registered  Midwife. 

(d)  A health  visitor  is  resident  at  Tregaron  and  her  area  covers 
the  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  personb  own  medical 
attendant  but  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed 
partly  by  the  former  and  partly  by  medical  officers  of  the 
local  health  authority. 

(g)  Ho  ambulance  is,  at  present,  stationed  at  Tregaron,  The 
district  is  covered  by  the  Aberystwyth  and  Lampeter  stations 
of  the  Ambulance  Service  * 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in 
periodic  talks  and  advice  given  by  medical  officers  and 
the  health  visitor  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after-care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  niirse 
and  of  the  health  visitor  * Tuberculosis  cases  are  also 
followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician’s  health  visitor. 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged 
locally. 

(3 ) The  town  of  Aberystwyth,  18  miles  distant  from  the  town  of 
Tregaron,  is  the  centre  upon  which  the  principal  general 
hospital  in  the  county,  infectious  diseases  hospital,  the 
maternity  home  and  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Area 
Public  Health  Laboratory  are  based. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  scarcity  of  infectious  diseases’  notifications  gives  cause 
for  satisfaction.  Three  notifications  were  received  during  the 
year*  all  of  which  related  to  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  Two  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  registered  during  the  year.

The  position 
regarding  materials  is  very  much  the  same,  but  there  still  remains 
an  acute  shortage  of  skilled  labour  to  carry  out  the  Council’s 
Housing  Programme,  private  building  and  house  repairs,  etc. 

At  present  no  one  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1949,  and  I am  doubtful  as  to  whether  it  will  be  of  much  assistance 
in  this  area.

WATER  SUPPLIES.

A water  supply  scheme  was  completed  for  this  village  during 
the  year .

A scheme  for  relaying  of  water  mains  was  commenced  in  April. 
General. 

The  bacteriological  results  of  50  samples  of  water  taken 
during  the  year  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Some  of  the  small  villages  have  no  water  supply,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  remedied  when  the  County  Water  Scheme 
is  completed. 

Grant-aided  schemes  for  farms. 

The  result  of  samples  taken  at  16  farms  proved  satisfactory. 
Water  samples  from  6 farms  were  not  satisf ac tory . 

DRA  INA  GE . 

The  main  sewer  at  Pontrhydf endigaid  was  extended  for  60  yards 


to  enable  two  houses  and  the  Chapel  to  be  connected. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTIONS . 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  condemned  during  the  year:- 
4b  tins  of  baked  beans . 

29  tins  of  unsweetened  full  cream  milk* 

40  lbs • of  tea. 

49  tins  of  meat. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir  at  Tregaron.  The  retail  meat 
shops  are  regularly  visited* 

CAFES,  RESTAURANTS,  LICENSED  PREMISES  . 

Periodical  inspections  are  carried  out,  and  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  secure  efficient  washing-up  facilities,  etc*, 
especially  at  the  licensed  premises. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  amount  of  rodent  control  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  very  small  as  there  is  little  evidence  of  infestation  in 
Tregaron  and  the  surrounding  villages.  All  infestation  detected 
on  farms  is  reported  to  the  County  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee.  At  the  refuse  tip  at  Tregaron,  disinfestation  was 
carried  out  three  times  during  the  year.  The  Council* s workman 
is  employed  as  Rodent  Operator  whenever  he  is  needed*,
